NO FOOD PRODUCTS WILL BE SOLD

Farmers Will Raise Barely Enough
for Thomselves, Compelling Con-
samers to Import From Abroad.

Torepo, April 2—Farmers are trying
to form a tenst., It is to epread all over
the land, and if present plane carry, not
a dollar’s worth of farm produce of any
kind will be =sold for general consump-
tion. In a nutshell, the idea 18 for the
farmers to limit their crops to the actual
living needs of the members of the trust.
The organization is secret, oathbound,
and its principles know just now to only
a select few outside of those directly con-
cerned in its development. According
to the promoters, however, the country
is practically in condition to be placed in
the grip of this remarksble combine.

Lancaster, Pa., was the birthplace of
the trust. It saw light there several
monthe ago, and was ineorporated under
the laws ot New Jersey as the the Agri-
cultoralists’ National Protective Associa-
tion. The supreme body is made up of
one representative from each state,
whose daties are similar to those of the
board of directors of an ordinary corpor-
ation. Each state has a8 sgubordinate
board of directors, consisting of one rep-
resentative from each congressional dis-
trict, Each district in turn is governed
by & board of two members frood each
county. Each county 1= under control
of a board of from five to 11 in nnmber,,
who direct the movements of township
organizations,

It is the purpose to do mnothing this
yvear in the way of controlling the mar-
kete, becanse the organization is not
complete. Next year, however, thecrops
will be limited to actaal living needs of
members.,

Ii the plan is carried oat, not a dol-
lar'e wortn of farm prodnet of any kind
will be sold for general consumption, it
being the purpose to compel the people
to import all food products, It iz be-
lieved that by this method the power of
the association can best make itself felt.

St. Pave, April 2.—The Mississippi
river hae reached =ixteen feet ani is
rising slowly. This is' the highest
point reached since the great flood of
1881, The residents of the flats have
had ample warning to save themselves
and their property. Between Minne-
apoliz and St. Paul 1000 families have
‘been made homeless. They lived along
the riverside and in the lowlanda,
Families that lived to the left of In-
terurban bridge at Minne_apg_lis have
been driven out and a vast body of water
rushes oyer the spot where their homes
usad to be. It has swept away many
houses.

On the west side, the water is en-
croaching on the Robert-street bridge.
Only two strests in the flate are free
from water, and those only for three
squares, The water is coming uvp, and
gradoally submerging all the - lowlands.
Already 200 homes over there are- under
water, and more dissappear with each
succeeding boar. ]

Looking from the pier of old Broadway
bridge toward the south, the west side
looks like an immense lake, with a house-
top sticking above tbe surface here and
there. Many of the residences further
down, are covered, and the lake iz float-
ing full of all sorte of household goods,
fences, barn roofs, trees and lumber of
all descriptions.

On the npper flata on the other side of
theriver the inhabitans awoke this morn-
ing to find their yards, and in some cases
their honses flooded. They therefore be-
gan to move.

By & eundden riee of the river at Sonth
8t. Paul, last night, 150 sheep were
drowned. There are 8000 sheep in the
pens, which are being removed to other
yards. Millions of feet of lumber got
away from the boom companies to the
north, and floated over 8t. Authony
falls, The Mississippi & Ruom River
Boom Co. estimates ita loss at $60.000.

SIX JEALOUS POWERS.

Utterly Unable to Stralghten ©Out the
Greek Tangle.

Loxpox, April 3.—It is just a month
since the so-called,concert of the powers
threatened the bluckake of Crete, which
has proved guite ineffectual, being con-
tinually evaded, and today the anarchy
in Orete and the confusion in Europesn
counsels are worse than before,

The replies of the pariiamentary sec-
retary for the foreign office, Mr. Curzon,
to inquiries on the subject, show it to be
by to means certain that all the powers
have sctuslly agreed to blockade the
Greek ports,

The Jutest news indicates that France
and Italy are still adverse to this course,
The fact ie that the powers' distrust of
each othey reduces them to impotence.
None of them wants a general war, no-
body being able to foresee what is even-
toal result wonld be.

It iz believed that Ruesia and Ger-
many, and- perhaps Anstria, want a lo-
calized war, hoping that Turkey being
victorione will lay Greece at the mercy
of European dictation. In the mean-
time, the two combatants, ag well the
powers, hesitate to incur the odium of
commencing the confliet. Germany’s
attitode in setting on the other powers,
while herself abstaining trom any active
share in the struggle, is universally con-
demned as being a disgraceful diplo-
matic betraydl.

Russia is evidently playing her own
game, and while willing to send to Crete
whatever troops the other powers sug-
gest, she hopes that the blockade of
Greece will Incite the Greeks to hostile
action on the frontier, something that
seems extremely probable, as the king
of Greece stoutly maintains his original
determination, and the premier, M.
Delyannis, deélares that nothing will
prevent war if the powers persist in re-
refusing their consent to the uplon of
Crete and Greece. Russia is confident
that Greece will loose the first batile,
and that Bulgaria and Servia will not
move except at Russia’s orders.
